REMARKABLE STATUES. 


In the Egyptian saloons the monuments 


and Inscriptions extend as far back as the 
first dynasty—a period so remote as to 
be of uncertain date. 
One of the most 


remarkable statues found in a tomb of 
the fifth or sixth dynasty represents a 
squatting, life-like figure, In v hich the 
pupil of the eye is inlaid in opaque white 
quartz, and In the center of tho pupil

What man icr of man is Hiram 
W. Johnson? That is the ques- 
tior all sorts of people are ask- 
ing nowacays, for surely no 
one about whom so little is in- 
timately known ever was elect- 
ed T. Goveinor of California. 


Johnson never has been a 


"nrxer," a-id his only touch of 
political Hie up to the time he 


began his -wonderful campaign ea<'ly this year was the 
backing and" managing of George Carke as Mayor of 
Sacramento." Even in the capital city he had few in- 
timates and kept somewh;.t apart and now the politi- 
cians are inclined to 
consider 
him a bit "grand, 


gloomy and peculiar." Fowever, they have found 
things about him to some such ef ect as this: 


William'Carey Jones :it Berkeley University says 


that Johnson had the finest mind as a student that 
ever came under his notice. 


, In college he was always a fighter, and he still can 
use his fists, as he demonstrated when he knocked 
down Bert Schlesinger in Judge Dunne's courtroom 
during the early stages of the Ealsey case. 


He had never been cart but o ice before he started 


on his pilgrimage to Washington today. 


He belongs to no clubs save a Sacramento duck 


club and can hardly be dragged out of his house at 
night for the theater or social entertainments. 


He smokes a pipe wh<:n in the house. 
His pet outdoor recreation is duck shooting. 
Indoors he dearly loves a game of dominoes and 


plays cards fairly well. 


The impression that he is a teetotaler and a pro- 


hibitionist is erroneous. Though scrupulously tem- 
perate, he does take a glass of wihe at his dinner. 


His closest chums are his two sons. 
He is always very nervous before making his 


opening address in an important law case. 
They Don't Dare AsK H m 


Now that is about all the politicians have been 


able to ascertain about the man who is to be Governor 
of California for the not four years, and who goes 
into office without a promise to anybody and with 
never a string on him anywhere. And he seems to 
have all the job-chasers "buffalo.-d." They don't dare 
ask him for the patronage they covet. 


That is why politics as a prc fession is at a stand- 


still. The men who ye;.rn for the pie are afraid to 
say what they want. Nosody has come up with hard- 
ihootj enough to present a petiti jn. No one seems to 
feel that he has a right to hole the attention of the 
Governor-elect. 
If a man is mentioned in the papers 


as an aspirant for place, he instantly feels called upon 
to deny that soft impeachment. Somehow there is a 
tradition that once befor- there was a Governor who 
didn't like to have men too forward and importunate 
in their job-chasing. Charlie Fc rbes, secretary of the 
Republican County Committee, voiced the present 
feeling when he said: 


"It used to be told that whet it was desired to kill 


off an aspirant for office under J im Budd all that was 
necessary to do was to jet the man mentioned in all 
the newspapers. Apparently the place hunters think 
Johnson will be affected the same way." 
Nobody Knows Anything 


The Governor-elect does no- take the State Cen- 


tral Committee into his. confic ence. In fact, there 
seems to be a-sort of a break bi-tween the State Cen- 
tral Committee and all tl e reforr i office-holders. There 
was no tip sent to headquarte; s that the Governor- 
elect and the hold-over Senatoi s were to consult to- 
gether at Santa Barbara 
The Senators seem to have 


slipped off for that meeting on i sort of "sneak," and 
when they got together they didn't want Meyer Liss- 
ner*snooping around wi'h orde s or advice. 


The Senators turned to Jo} n son as their leader; 


but Johnson didn't seem to wan: to mix up with their 
affairs any more than to get on good terms with 
them. He hasn't yet f e. t the p nver that a Governor 
has o\er a Legislature. 
In an\ event, he didn't mix 


his views with those o: the S nators enough to let 
them glimpse his intent ons am' aspirations, so those 
who came back from Santa Bauara could hardly tell 
any more than those who kept away. 


As for the old machine leaders, their down and 


outness is complete. When as <ed what is going on 


they admit -:hey don't know a thing and are in search 
of informat on. They even seem to have given up 
keeping in touch .with Governor Gillett and the office- 
holders at Sacramento. Said one of the wisest of 
them to me this week: 


"I really am1 completely down and out. No one 


ever comes near m« to talk politics now.- I never 
hear anything unless I go out and dig for it, and I 
don't feel enough interest to do that very often. No; 
it's a new game now, and we're not in it or of it." 
Even the Little Places Go Begging 


It is ha"d to find aspirants for even the Legisla- 


tive positions who generally are so eagerly sought. 
For instance, who do you hear of stirring around to 
be elected Sergeants-at-Arms of the two Houses. To 
be sure, there are Jack Stafford and Lew Martin, who 
long have held the places; but they are not reformers. 
When Secretary Charles Detrick of the State Central 
Committee was asked why there were no more can- 
didates for the places, he said: 


"Well, they are only worth $8 a day for the ses- 


sion, and f-:w of our men care for such small places. 
To be sure there are supposed to be many perquisites 
go with the jobs, but we do not propose to let our 
men get p<rquisites." 


This brings to mind a story of a Sergeant-at-Arms 


who brought a bill for a carpet to be O. K-'d by Sen- 
ator Gus Hartman. The Senator looked at the size 
of the bill and then he looked at the Sergeant-at- 
Arms. Th^n, as he affixed his signature he drawled: 


"Say, I made a mistake. 
I should have run for 


Sergeant-a1-Arma instead of for State Senator." 


For a -time it was thought that the 
reformers 


might go back to Frank Brandon for Secretary of the 
Senate; but it was found he had been handling the 
publicity work for the brewers, and of course it would 
never do to have the man -who prepared those adver- 
tisements against A. J. Wallace act as Secretary of 
the body over which Wallace is to preside. If the 
Senators have sense they will retain "Kid" Hilborn 
as Secretary just because of his splendid efficiency. 
The Inconsistencies of Politics 


Writing; of brewers and politics reminds me of 


the freakish inconsistencies of the recent campaign. 
C"f course you would expect the Prohibitionists to 
back up a teetotaler. Their campaign is for the cold- 
water man as against him who sips the wine cup. 


Well, in the fight just closed there was one candi- 


date who never took a drink of any malt, vinous or 
spirituous liquor in his life. 
From boyhood he has 


been a consistent teetotaler. There, of course, was 
just the candidate for the Prohibitionists. I refer to 
Judge William P. Lawlor, one of the Democratic can- 
didates foi Justice of the Supreme Court. 


Was h s name on the Prohibition ticket? Not a 


bit like it. But in his place was the name of Justice 
Max Slosj, who takes a cocktail or a glass of wine 
whenever the spirit moves and the occasion is appro- 
priate. But of such are the vagaries of the unco guid.

Cheap Mutton 


The recent experiment 
of importing Australian 


mutton to California proved such a success that it is 
said that Congress, at its next session, will under- 
take to still further encourage this new industry by 
reducing or renio^ ing the tariff on mutton, and pos- 
sibly on beef also.

Should the duty be removed the butchers 
believe they coul< sell Australian mutton at 6 and 7 
cents a pound with a profitable margin.

growing section c f South America, and thereby open 
up 'a vast field fc r relief in the reduction of present 
prices for beef in this market.

the Legislature with acting in obedience to railroad demands. It 
noes not deny the existence of th; law or assert, as some do, that 
the law doea not mean what it sa/a, but says the law has no force 
because improper influences procured its passage. .With much heat 
4he Express declares: 
- ,' 


"But, by the application of the socalled 'district scheme'—en- 


acted against popular proiest by a railroad controlled Legislature 
for the very purpose to which it now is being put to use—it is pro- 
posed to repudiate this cl-arly ej pressed popular mandate. 


1 "With brazen- effrontery those who were responsible for this 


vicious piece of legislatior now are calling upon the legislators to 
observe the 'law.' 


"'Law,' indeed! 'Law* that was conceived by the Infamous 


political bureau of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 'Law* that was 
forced into the direct primary act in the closing hours of the legis- 
lative sesion under the threat of that or nothing.' 'Law* that wfll 
*be repealed as the first ad of an untrammeled Legislature." 


The alleged popular mandate the Express speaks of is the plu- 


rality of 1500 John D. Works received over A. G. Spalding. It does 
not contend that Works received n majority of tlhe Republican votes 
or a majority of the votes cast for the several candidates for Unitec 
States Senator. It simply reads out. of the statutes a law placed 
there in a constitutional way and reads in another of its own mak- 
ing. It vehemently asset ts that the people have designated John 
D. Works as their choice for United States Senator. 


Let us see. There were three Republican candidates for Sen- 


ator at the primary election. No Democrat asked for an advisory 
vote, hence the Democrat;! signifisd no choice for Senator. John D 
Works received 64,961 votes "and won the advisory preference in 
forty legislative districts. A. G. Spalding received 63,461 votes and 
won the advisory preference in seventy-four districts. E. A. Me 
serve received 62,553 votts and -iron the advisory preference in six 
districts. Works received a plurality of 1500 over Spalding, but the 
combined vote cast for Spalding and Meserve exceeded the vote 
cast for Works by 52,053. So, instead of being the designated popu 
ar choice Works is in the minori rjr by 52,053. And over 40,000 Re 
publicans who voted in the primary election signified no preference 
> 


for any candidate. If these ncn-advisory votes are counted the 
popular majority against Works is nearly 100,000. He is certainly 
lot the choice of men. who refused ft> vote for him. 


But if there is any virtue, any binding force in the law under 


which the advisory vote was taken the advisory vote applies to leg- | 
islative districts and not collectively. Under the direct primary law , 
the advisory vote cast for Spalling would have nominated more 
than enough legislative candidates—candidates who were elected— 
to elect him United States Senalor. 


But the Los Angeles Express saya the law does not count be- 


cause it was passed by a railroad-controlled Legislature. The valid- 
ity of any law enacted by the h.st Legislature could be denied on 
the same pretense. Were the situation reveiwed—had Spalding or 
Meserve received a plurality of ihe gross vote and Works won the 
advisory preference ir» a majority of the legislative districts—the 
Express would be vociferously asserting' that the law must be 
obeyed, that it was a msindate -which no honest man could refuse 
to obey. 
. 


Now the same Legislature that passed the advisory law passed 


the direct primary law, tinder whidh Hiram W. Johnson and A. J. 
Wallace were nominated for Governor and Lieutenant Governor. 
What would the Express have said had anyone contended that the 
direct primary law was void because it was passed by a railroad- 
controlled Legislature? 
The- s-ime Legislature passed the anti- 


racetrack gambling law. Is that law to be regarded as void because 
1t was enacted by a raihoadrcor trolled Legislature? 
, 
Another objection to the advisory law—>byi districts.—is urged 


by the Express. The dcstrict scheme is based upon the apportion- 
ment of ten years ago," it cries- Was not the Legislature nomi- 
nated and elected on the apportionment of ten years ago? The 
Senator will be elected on the basis of that apportionment. It is by 
legislative districts that 1lie Senator nrust be chosen, and the legis- 
lative apportionment is made every ten years on the basis of the 
Federal census. The logic of tha Express is of the same futile sort 
as the pursuit of a dog chasinj; its own tail. Only more so, be- 
cause it lacks common honesty as well as common sense. It is at- 
tempting to base a dishonest proposition on a false pretense. It is 
"agin" the law if the law is "agin" its wishes. 


The expedition with which Dr. Crippen was punished for his 


crime is a credit to English justice, but let it not be forgotten that 
the law Lord Alverstone made :>o efficacious for the punishment of 
crime is the same law that Lord Jeffries made such a horrible in- 
strument for persecution and tyranny. The difference between the 
Crippen case and the "331oody Assize" is not a difference in law, 
but a difference in judges. Upright and humane judges are even a. 
greater necessity than the law. No code of laws, however wise and 
well-formulated, can secure jus'ice and security—and that is what 
laws are for—left to the admini; tration of ignorant, unfair or preju- 
diced judges. The American colonists had suffered from judicial 
oppression prior to the Revolut on. Many of them' had had a taste 
of it before they left the mother country. 
Hence they provided 


safeguards against the abuse ot judicial power which in some in 
stances have obstructed and defeated justice. Still justice is nol 
always best served by swiftness.

REASONS FOR THE PETITIONS. 


1 The demand by the people of Fnrti- 
•Vale that this spot shall be secured 
3*y 3. local park for them has bee a 
Inspired by a variety of motive». 
They know In the first place, that t 
IB the purpose of the present aflmlni: - 
•ration to provide a park or serits 
iff parks for every section of this clt:-, 
as soon'tis the money for that purpose 
can he made available. 
The money 
•ecured from the last bond electloa 
fcr parka was voted just prior to tha 
coming Into Oakland of the annexe 1 
district. 
For that reason no provif- 
lon could bo made for that territory 
for the very simple reason that th 3 
city, at the time, could not provide x 
resort for any territory which was 
without the city limits. Now howeve •, 
that annexation has taken place, t 
is proposed to try and get another 
bond issue which will enable Fruit- 
vale to secure a park in the sam = 
manner as parks have been provide! 
for in older Oakland. 
FRtrrrvALE NOT FAR BEHKTD. 
In the accomplishment of this pur- 


pose the people In Frultvale are In 
this i latter not very far behind Oak- 
land, for the reason that while this 
city lias been In existence for nearly 
sixty years, there has been but Httle 
accomplished in the matter of build- 
Ing p irks. It was not until about six 
years ago that the^ spirit of the peo- 
ple Ir this city was (Inspired to shake 
off the lethargy'to the degree to go 
to th i polls and vote bonds with 
which to procure 4money for the-pur- 
pose of securing desirable sites for 
place: of recreation. It is but a few 
years since that there was a purchase 
of several sites,- for which this city 
had 10 pay almost exorbitant prices, 
but there was.no alternative, for the 
reason that the price had to be paid, 
other vise the property could not be 
eecumd unless by tedious litigation 
and 
< ondemnatton. This might delay 
the rurchase until after the matter 
had been passed on by the supreme 
court with respect to the reasonable- 
ness of the amount offered by the 
city. 


Thx so purchases have taught the 
citizens that, in voting down bonds 
for piirk purposes a number of years 
age, they deliberately obligated them- 
selves to pay more than twice for the 
property recently acquired than they 
would have been obliged to pay had 
they nirchased the same territory at 
the tj-np they voted down the propo- 
sition 
AVOIDING FORMER MISTAKES. 


It 1 to avoid a similar mistake that 
the people of Fruitvale as also the 
peopl' . of Oaklnd 
are moving in 
the n atter of the purchase 
of 
the 
Sprini property at this time or, at 
least, as soon as the requirements of 
the law and the election are complied 
with in the premises. They know that 
Fruiti file has already become thickly 
settlec' and that there are but a few. 
places which are available for park 
purpo es and there are nono of those 
which are not out of consideration, 
for th i reason that they are not pleas- 
antly situated or the price asked for 
them .s prohibited, more especially 
when it is taken Into consideration 
that several hundred of thousands of 
dollar, would have to be raised by 
taxati >n by the city to perform the 
•work "which would be necessary to 
conve t them into parks. This would 
be a louble reason, which would be 
oppre slve to the people. 


Stil another reason for the desire 
of tin residents of Fruttvale to pur- 
chase the Spring property !s the fact 
there Is no place for the children of 
that ;>lace to play. Leading citizens 
of the section admit this to be a fact 
and a Imit It, too, with some sense of 
regret and shame. These admissions 
have ilready beon printed in the col- 
uerns "f this paper 
These citizens go 
further and declare that the children 
are compelled to play in the streets, 
even -s-hen they -are at recess attend- 
ing school. 


CHI LDREN HAVE NO PLAY- 
GROUND. 


The necessity of providing a play* 
groun 1 for the litle ones is a potent 
Impul <e in favor of the consummation 
of tin project, namely, the purchase 
of ths Spring property. Citizens know 
that 1he property in question is cen- 
trally located m the suburb referred 
to an. that it is but a pleasant walk 
in agi cable weather, from either the 
north.Tn or southern extremity of the 
place. It is also within 
reach 
by 
mothc rs who desire an afternoon un- 
der tt o trees, where they may be ac- 
comp< nled by their little ones with-1 
out having any foar of their being I 


injured by vehicles of any kind. 
The; e arguments which are 
ad- 
vanced by the people are consider3d 
unanswerable and, at the same time, 
those idvanclng them are not hostile 
to any move on the part of the resi- 
dents ;n other sections to secure siin- 
ilar improvements in their territory. 
The a-inexed district 
covers 
many 
square miles and It can not but be ex- 
pected that, in time, there will be a 
breath ng spot In each of the hamlets 
Just OE there are already to be found 
in We'rt Oakland, along the line of 
Eighth Btreet, in the lake region, in 
the Sixteenth avenue district, and, as 
is now proposed, in the Fruitvale dis- 
trict 


' PBICB REASONABLE. 


Those who favor tho purchase of 
the Spring property do so for many 
reason,') which they believe are unas- 
sailable. 
One of these Is that 
the 
price set upon the land and Improve- 
ments Is considered reasonable b> ex- 
pert r»al estate men in the vicinity 
who are acquainted with the values of 
realty in that section. A short dis- 
tance JYom one of the boundary lines 
of the park some of the land has been 
subdivided and sold, the prices aver- 
aging 51500 
These lots had nothing 
on them when sold save the 
green 
sward. 
At this rate the price 
set 
upon t le Spring property is most rea- 
sonably. 


But there are other considerations 
still 
The Spring property Is already 
a park 
It it were today in the pos- 
session of the city,''.those of the good 
people of Fruitvale who desired to 
pay a visit to a beautiful place of 
rest a~id recreation, need never go 
beyond the boundaries of that section 
of this city, because the Spring prop- 
erty In lo'vellness is equal to that of 
the Syndicate park In Piedmont or 
even the Golden Gate park in San 
Franci .co. 
Such is the case, even 
when 't is taken ir.to consideration 
that the city would not have to lay 
a shovel on its surface. 


GllOWTVG FORTY YEARS. 


<The private part has been in course 
of forriation for the last forty years. 
Upon it more than a hundred thou- 
sand dollars have been expended. To 
buy ar unimproved tract of land, to

Them there are rockeries a- inter- 
vals in the stream over wh 3h the 
water splashes in pretty cascac es, the 
rush of the crystal stream t -Inging- 
to the mind the suggestion of stream 
of the mountain. There are re ^kenes 
also in several other places wh ch are 
as skilfully built to imitate na ure as 
to make It seem impossible t. at the 
•worlt_ls that of. human hands, 


Then there is a Japanese tea 
gar- 


den on a plane of excellence which 
is not exceeded by the garden of the 
same kimd which has been laid out 
in Golden Gate park in San Fran- 
cisco. 
Through this spot there runs 


a rivulet spanned by rustic bridges, 
•while around are Japanese houses, ta- 
bles," arbors, lanterns and, in fact, all 
the concomitants which are usually 
found in such places. 


Not far away Is a bealtlful bathing 


pool with cement floor and "walls In 
the middle of which plays a dancing 
fountain, the "waters of wMch glisten 
In the sun. 
Tills has 
a 
length of 


about 100 feet and a width of 75 feet. 


There are also arbors, stretches of 
green sward, accentuated at Intervals 
with bright patches of flowers, great 
waving and graceful date palms, road- 
ways lined with roses and ferns, with 
blooms, fragrance and the muiic of 
birds everywhere. 


VISTA OF LOVELINESS. 


A special feature of Interest and 
attractiveness in this place is the view 
along the creek as the pretty little 
stream rolls along toward the 
bay. 


On the west bank the surface of the 
earth is probably fifty feet above the 
stream. 
From almost any point on 


that side a full view of the 
water 


course, sometimes straight, sometimes 
carving, on Its way 
through 
the 


grotmds. 
On either side the bank is 


Craped with moss, ferns and flowers, 
and over all are arching trees,

^hich can be excelled nowhere Most 
of the trees found in this connection 
were grown by nature but. at inter-

't would require the greater part 


oE a day to go over all the features of 
the place and enjoy them thoroughly, 
but the visitor cannot 
fail 
to

charmed by the beauty which Is om- 
nipresent and there is no doubt the 
visi: \\ill convince him that the place 
is t le one which should be bought by 
this city for the Fruitvalo park. 
JOINING TO EARTHLY EDENS. 
The Tillman property for 
many 
yoars adjoined the Spr.ng property on 
the north, but. after Tillman moved 
to the other side of the bay the beau- 
tiful spot which the former had trans- 
formed from a bare expanse of virgin 
sod to an earthly Kden, was purchased 
bv Mr. Spring, and was connected 
•n.th his own property by means of 
roads and walks 
It is those two 
properties that are now included in 
the proposition to establish a park in 
Fruifvale. 
The fact that these valu- 
abU plats have been united has given 
an in>petus to the project which could 
not o:herw,.se be secured 
It has also 
appealed to the people of Oakland, 
•who feel that there would be economy 
in their purchase and, at the same 
time, that the people could be placed 
immediately in possession of a park 
equal to any to be found 
on 
the 
coast without experiencing the delay 
•which would inevitably result from 
the acquisition of any other 
place 
The appreciation of the people of the 
older Oakland Is supplemented by that 
of the improvement clubs In a num-

PALACES PASSING.

know that, whereas, 


Fruitvale avenue a number of years 
ago contained nothing but 
palatial 


residences, uith giounds of a most un- 
exampled loveliness-, there ar" now but 
few of these places surviving because 
of the passing away of the 
original 


owners or of the cutting up o£ the 
sites into lots for residence purposes 
They also know that, while the soil 
of that sectlonn is as p'-oiif c as any 
in the world, it will be years before 
tho new settlers who are nunbeied 
by the hundied, can grow al out their 
homes trees like those wli ch 
will 
shade the level plainness of the site;,

For that reason, despite Fruitvale'.s 


loveliness In the improved t pots, tho

The advantages of a place of public 


resort of this kind would L i gieatly

FRUITVALE'S LONG OI'EN SEASON 


In the western section the arks are 
open to the winds from the bay and 
the same Is true of tho cenrral part 
of the city.

question, and, as a consequer ce, there 
is, generally, a higher

The parks In Oakland v hile 
in 
their inciplenc-y are patron zed and 
this is especially true of the DeFrem- 
ery park in West Oakland. "or forty 
years that place was a clo ed book 
to the residents of that sei tion, for 
the reason that It was unde- pnrate 
ownership. 
Tet it was e^ en then 
considered the most beautif il pleas- 
ure ground in the city, alth >ugh the 
pleasure it afforded was monopolized 
by. the few members of tbs family,-, 


which owned it. Within it there was 
an assembluae of matbive and htate- 
iy oaKb, hundreds of yoars of as^e. In- 
termingled with these w ere a variety 
of other trees of 'natural 
growth, 
with only a low rough walkb which 
enabled people to move about be- 
tween the trees and through the un- 
de(rbrush, but which, at the same 
time, did not destroy the effect of tho 
place as a primeval forest. 
Since this property has been ac- 
quired by the city a great deal of the 
tangle has been removed, but 
stfll 
the forest effect has not beon de- 
stroyed and a lover of nature, in her 
wildest moods, is sure to find delight 
in the solemn majesty of tne scene.

A few hundred feet south of 
the soath entrance to the property 
there is another line of electric cars 
which connect In a direct manner with 
Oakland and Alameda.
